Hybrid Com 

According to the Bureau of Agii- 
ciiluiral Economics of the Uniled 
States Department of Agriculture, 
the percentage of total corn acreage 
in the United States devoted to 
hybrid corn increased from 0.1 in 
1933 to 51.6 in 1943. In the North 
Central states, where about 70 per 
cent of the corn crop is produced, 
the acreage of hybrid corn increased 
from 0.2 per cent in'1933 to 78.3 per 
rent, in 1943. 

Obviously, therefore, the farmers 
like hybrid corn, and the chief 
reason is that it yields about 20 per 
cent more than open pollinated 
varieties. Le, us sec what this lias 
meant to food production and to 
the fanners in the North Central 
stales.
